If they were aware of the connequonces 
that were Ukely to. ensue, ‘and knowing 
them, neglected to have tho boilers put In 
proper.order or.the welght on. tho safety 
valve lowered:to s point at which ft was safe 
to carry steam ; If they had known that the 
.probability was there’ would ba an explo- 
alon, and ‘still persisted in permitting the 
‘boilers. and ‘safety valve to remain‘as they 
were, {t would have been his duty to have 
charged’ them, not with manslaughter, but 
the moro serious crime of murder. But.in. 
this caso they did not’ go to that oxtent ; 
all they charged them with was this oulp- 
able neglect of duty which opened against 
them the charge.o? manalanghter. He was 
sure that nobody probably in‘the whole 
community was’ more distrossed at the 
results of ‘this adoldent than the’ two pri- 
soners, Anybody ‘with right feelings 
could not help feeling distressed over an 
accident’ of thi nature, and he ‘had no 
‘reason to believe that this was not so with the 
two prisoners. beforé ‘them, But that was 
not the question, The question was whe- 
ther the omisalon or neglect of their duty 
under these clroumatances amount to 
manslaughter. ‘Lord Campbell aaid in one 
cose: “Lam firmly of opinfon that a man 
may, by megleot of duty, render himeclf 
liable to be convicted of manslaughter, 
or even of murder,” ‘and . this. opinion 
was supported by Lord Denman. ~ They 
would of course take the law upon tho 
subject from’ His Lor‘ahip. The evidence 
wuld be produced before them to sathfy 
them'as to the’ facts of the case,” The 
Captain of tho steamer would be called, 
and other evidence would be adduced, to 
detail to them as preoltely as possible what 
actually took place’ on. the ocpasion, and 
they would have professional witnesses, 
and mon of some skill and experienc in 
regard to boilers and machinery and boilers 
generally, who would detail to them what 
thoy had ascertained from details of tHe 
ctaminations they had made.
